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Hispanos lideran donación de órganos en California

Los Ángeles (EFE) — Los 
hispanos de California son el grupo 
étnico que más se ofrece volunta- 
riamente para donar órganos, revela 
un estudio dado a conocer por la 
organización Done Vida California 
y la Universidad de California en 
Los Ángeles (UCLA). 

“Ya casi la mitad de los donantes 
en Los Angeles y los condados al- 
rededor son latinos”, dijo Elena De 
la Cruz, portavoz de la organización 
Done Vida California. 

“Y la tasa de consentimiento 
ha aumentado, porque del 60% de 
las familias latinas a las que les 
preguntamos si quieren ser donantes 
están diciendo que sí”, agregó. 

De la Cruz indicó que el estu- 
dio fue realizado en conjunto con 
One Legacy de California, orga- 
nización no lucrativa que se encarga 
de recuperar órganos y tejidos en 
los condados de San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Orange, Ventura, Santa 
Bárbara, Kern y Los Ángeles. 

“Los latinos somos el grupo 
minoritario que más dona cuando 
se nos da la oportunidad, sin em- 
bargo, la lista de espera sigue siendo 
gigantesca, solamente en California 
es de unas 20,000 personas”, agregó 
De la Cruz. 

Según el reporte, el año pasado 
donaron 199 hispanos frente a 149 
anglosajones, 46 afroamericanos y 
33 asiáticos. Las cifras obtenidas 
hasta el 31 de mayo pasado revelan 
que los donantes de la comunidad 
hispana representan el 47%, seguido 
de 37% de anglosajones, 8% de 
afroamericanos, 6% de asiáticos y

La representante de Done 
Vida California aseveró que con el 
estudio encontraron que los anglosa- 
jones son tres veces más propensos 
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a inscribirse como donantes que los 
hispanos y los afroamericanos. 

Done Vida California es una or- 
ganización que nació en 2004 con el 
fin de hacer un registro de donantes 
voluntarios de órganos. 

Según la organización, a nivel 
nacional hay alrededor de 96,000 
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personas, en lista de espera de los 
cuales el 20% reside en California. 
Y los hispanos representan el 15% 
en la lista de espera a nivel nacional. 


La mayoría de pacientes esperan la 
donación de un riñón. 

Juan Alejos, director del Pro- 
grama Pediátrico de Trasplantes 
de Corazón del Hospital de Niños 
Mattel de UCLA, dijo que ahora 
hay más latinos que saben como 
donar a través del Departamento de 
Vehículos Motorizados (DMV, en 
inglés) cuando adquieren la licencia 
de conducir. 

“Creo que para muchos latinos 
tienen miedo de que si se inscriben 
el gobierno va a ir a buscarlos (por 
si no tienen documentos)”, indicó 
Alejos. “Y cuando comienzan a ver 
que esto no se trata de que si alguien 
está aquí legal o ilegal, sino que 
se trata de dar vida entonces se ve 
mucho más el deseo de ayudar”. 

En el hospital Mattel de UCLA, 
Eduardo Zaragoza y su esposa Yese- 
nia son un apareja que desde marzo 
pasado esperando a un donante de 
hígado e intestino delgado para su 
hijo Angel Eduardo, de 10 meses. 

“Cuando se pierde un ser queri- 
do es difícil estar pensando en donar 
sus Órganos”, dijo Yesenia. “Pero 
pienso y siento que uno se sentiría 
mas conforme en pensar de que 
uno ha salvado las vidas de otras 
personas y que un niño gracias Dios 
sigue viviendo gracias al órgano de

After the expert testimony on 
Family Reunification given by Pro- 
fessor of Law and Asian American 
Studies at UC Davis Dr. Bill Ong 
Hing, moderator Johnny Khamis 
asked, “What bills will undercut or 
help Family Reunification?” 

Its unimaginable, for most, to 
be separated from a spouse, son, 
daughter, sibling or parent for more 
than a year yet the process currently 
in place draws what seems to be an 
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insurmountable timeline between 
loved ones in another country and 
those living and working in the U.S. 
legally. Hing attested, “Nothing is 
on the horizon, the waiting list in 
some countries is 10 to 20 years.” 

Voicing the experience of im- 
migrant workers Mike Garcia, 
president of SEIU local 1877, which 
represents the service sector and is 
also known as justice for janitors, 
said, “of the 30,000 members of the 
union the majority are immigrants.” 
When asked about the temporary 
worker program put forth by the 
president Garcia said, “Temporary 
workers are ok as long as there is a 
path to citizenship and full worker 
protections.” 

Also providing expert testi- 
mony was Francisco Alvarado. Born 
in Mexico he immigrated here with 
his parents, served 3 years in the 
U.S. Army and is now a senior at 
SJSU. An integral part of the student 
movement pushing for the Dream 
Act’s passage Alvarado recently 
participated in organizing a student 
led fast in front of Zoe Lofgren’s 
office. The Dream Act is the only 
immigrant-centric bill with its head 
above water and it still needs more 
support. 

There are questions about im- 
migration that remain unanswered, 
the answers are vague and the solu- 
tions are temporary fixes.The only 
way to assure that this government 
works the way it was intended is 
by getting involved to aggressively 
attack the issues and dissect the 
possible solutions.<>

Washington (EFE) — A poco 
tiempo para que entren en vigor las 
nuevas tarifas, los inmigrantes en 
EE.UU. se apuran a tramitar sus so- 
licitudes de ciudadanía o permiso de 
residencia para evitar pagar sumas 
mucho más fuertes. 

El pasado 29 de mayo, el Direc- 
tor del Servicio de Ciudadanía e In- 
migración (USCIS, en sus siglas en 
inglés), Emilio González, anunció 


aumentos en 39 de los trámites de . 


inmigración que entrarán en vigor 
el próximo 30 de julio. 

Dicho aumento se baraja como 
una de las causas del registro, 
durante el año fiscal 2007 (desde 
el 1 de octubre de 2006), de cerca 
de 711,538 formularios de natura- 
lización, cifra que se acerca a las 
conseguidas durante todo el año 
pasado. 

Entre octubre y mayo del año 
fiscal 2006 (que empezó el 1 de 
octubre de 2005 y finalizó el 30 de 
septiembre de 2006) se recibieron 
466,931 solicitudes para obtener la 
ciudadanía estadounidense mientras 
que durante el mismo período del 
año fiscal 2005 (octubre 2004 a 
septiembre 2005), se contabilizaron 
393,628.

zación estadounidense pasará de ser 
de 400 dólares a 675 dólares, lo que 
incluye las fotos de identificación 
y la toma de huellas dactilares del 
interesado. 

Pero además de la ciudadanía, 
la solicitud de residencia (“green 
card”) que convierte a sus solici- 
tantes en residentes legales perma- 
nentes en el país, aumenta de 395 
dólares a 1,010 con fotos y huellas 
dactilares incluidas en el precio. 

Los motivos de este aumento se 
deben a que “actualmente, el 99% de 
nuestro presupuesto procede de las

Eat dessert first

There is a wonderful maxim: Life 
is uncertain, eat dessert first. I wish I 
could credit the originator, but I can’t 
find authoritative data on this. 

Eat dessert first. That’s fine with me, 
but some people structure their financial 
life on the basis of tax decisions. If it 
saves them tax, it must be good. Well, 
this is judging the meal by the dessert. I 
like dessert as much as the next person, 
maybe even more, but tax concerns 
should be the dessert, not the main course. 

Doesn’t buying a house always create a tax advantage? 

Consider this example. A client buys a house in 2005 and in 2006, 
she owes tax on filing her return. She is baffled. She asks: With all the 
home mortgage interest and real estate tax I pay, why do I have to pay 
any tax? Answer: In both 2005 and 2006, she paid very little income 
tax, due in part, to these deductions plus other deductions, but she 
owed self employment tax from the net profit on her sole proprietor- 
ship. In other words, she had little if any income tax due, but she owed 
self-employment tax. Her real estate broker had told her that buying a 
house would save her a ton of tax. Well, yes and no. 

There are tax advantages to owning a home, absolutely. But, had 
she spoken to our office, she could have been shown the possible ad- 
vantages in her situation. In other words, our office would not speak 
generally, but specifically to her. 

Don’t charitable donations always create a deduction? 

Another example: the clients made donations and were disap- 
pointed that they did not get tax benefits from doing so. The contribu- 
tions were deductible, but to get the benefit you have to deduct them 
on Schedule A, Itemized Deductions. For this taxpayer, the standard 
deduction was greater than the itemized deductions and was therefore 
no tax benefit from making a donation. Is it good to donate to a charity? 
Yes, you bet. Do you always get tax benefits? Not necessarily. 

How about business expenses? 

Another couple incurred business expenses from W-2 jobs. They 
did file a Schedule A, and the miscellaneous itemized deductions did 
exceed the 2% threshold, but they received no tax benefit. Why? The 
deduction was offset by the alternative minimum tax.
